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PARSONS SURRENDERS. 


The Much-Wanted Chicago Anarchist 
Marches Into Court in Company of His 
Attorney and Surrenders, Successfully 
Eluding the Police Up to the Very Bar of 
the Court—He is Discreetly Mum as to 
His Hiding Place. ° 


CuicaGo, June 22.—During the trial o 
the Anarchists yesterday afternoon A. R. 
Parsons, the mach-sought-for dynamiter, 
amazed everybody by marching into the 
coutt-room beside Lawyer Black, cnief 
counsel for the Anarchists. Captain 
Black introduced him to the court as one 
of the defendants in the case at bar, and 
asked that he be arraigned. 

‘‘Parsons,’’ said Lawyer Black, ‘‘has 
not at any time been over one hundred 
miles from the city, yet all the two hun- 
dred officers looking for him would 





never have unearthed him. He 
was not brought forward be- 
fore simply because the methods 


of the Chicago police are brutal and 
utterly above and regardless of the law. 
I proposed to have my client treated 
legally and not bullyragged and tortured 
as prisoners are not even in Russia.’’ 

After the flutter following his entrance 
was over, Parsons was formally ar- 
rcaigned. This took but a few minutes, 
the prisoner pleading not guilty. He 
then took his seat and the examination 
of the jurors was proceeded with. 

After the adjournment of Court Par- 
sons was interviewed by dozens of re- 
porters, while standing in the cage of the 
county jail, but all efforts to learn from 
him where he had been concealed during 
the past two months proved fruitless. 
Parsons was asked if he had been indoors 
all the time. 

“Does that look like it?’? asked the 
prisoner, as he held out a hand browned 
with sun and with; ‘I’ve been out doors 
fishing and gathering cl over.”’ 

‘*He’s been away on his summer vaca- 
tion,’’ suggested Mrs. Parsons, who was 
standing near. 

‘Tl see you wear the Knights of Labor 
badge,”’ said another interviewer. ‘Did 
the Knights of Labor help you in your 
concealment?”’ 

Parsons did not offer any answer what- 
ever to that question, but in response to 
other inquires as co why he had returned 
to stand trial on a question of such mo- 
ment, he said he came back to share the 
fate of his fellows, and because he want- 
ed to ‘“‘establish and uphold the truth and 
the rights of oppressed labor of the 
whole world,”’ 

Captain Black, the prisoner’s counsel, 
said that Parsons had been in the hands 
of his friends out of the city and out of 
the State. 

“While two hundred detectives were 
scouring Texas, Arkansas and Kansas 
Mr Parsons *,as Yaughing at “nem 1,409 
k Went *elj wise he has) 
been, nor whom he has been with; 
neither will he. He came hack, arriving 
at seven o’clock this morning, and has 
been enjoying the society of his family all 
day up to two o’clock, when he took an 
open carriage and drove to the door of 
this building. He passed policemen and 
detectives on the way, and coming into 
the building passed within two feet of 
the detectives stationed at the doors.

FAT PICKING. 


A Priest ona Salary of Six Hundred Dol- 
lars Leaves a Fortune of a Half-Millicon— 
The Church Claims it as Hers. 

LOWELL, Mass., June 21.—Father Peter 
Crudden, who was pastor of St. Peter’s 
Catholic Church in this city from 1846 to 
February, 1885, when he died, left the 
snug fortune of $500,000. His sister, 
Margaret Crudden, about fifty-five years 
old, inherited all of this, with the excep- 
tion of real estate in Ireland worth about 
$25,000, which was” given to other 
brothers and sisters who lived there. 
When the will was made public abouta 
year ago it was understood that Arch- 
bishop Williams, of Boston, would enter 
suit against the executrix and favorite in 
the will, Miss Margaret Crudden, but 
until a few days ago nothing was done, 

An investigation has been in progress 
for about six months by the representa- 
tives of the archbishop, George F. and 
Daniel S. Richardson, which has _ re- 
sulted in the estate of Miss Crudden in 
this city and a neighboring town being 
attuched. It was all quietly done, with 
the view that a settlement might be made 
before Miss Crudden took her departure 
for Ireland to make it her permanent resi- 
dence. One of the lawyers said to your 
correspondent yesterday that they had a 
good case against the estate in the inter- 
est of the church. Itlooked rather queer, 
he said, that a priest on a salary of $600 a 
year could amass a fortune of $500,000. 

The rules of the Catholic pastors, it 
appears, say tbat they shall turn in to 
their archbishop all money above certain 
expenditures. The suit is based on the 
fact that Father Crudden neglected to 
keep strictly to this rule, and that his 
cash returns are not what they should 
have been. The property which goes to 
make upthe $500,000 is in water bonds 
of different cities about here, or real 
estate in this city, Lynn, Ayres City and 
other places in Massachusetts, Illinois 
and other parts of the West and in Ire- 
land. Some of the relatives of the dead 
priest were cut off with adollar anda 
small part of the real estate in Ireland, 
and the executrix, Margaret Crudden, 
takes all the rest. 

The archbishop, it is said, found fault 
with the condition of the church property 
under the care of Father Crudden. 
Many needful repairs were not made and 
the whole church building was in a bad 
way. The church needed enlarging to 
accommodate the large and prosperous 
congregation, but this was not done. 
These facts being known to the arch- 
bishop he was displeased at the terms of 
the will. 

Miss Crudden is looked upon with 
much disfavor.. She was close to her 
brother, the pastor, for many years, 
and some time before his death 
it was reported that he was not in 
the full possession of his senses. He 
was in feeble health for years. The case 
attracts intense interest from clergy and 
laity, and jts solytion will he eagerly 
awaited. . 2 ns 


A BOSTON HOLOCAUST. 
Burning of the New England Institute 

Building at Bostov, Together With Four 

Hundred Street Cars—Sixteen Lives Lost 

—Eight of the Bodies of the Victims Re- 

covered—Loss, Nearly Half a Million Dol- 

lars. 

Boston, June 21.—The immense New 
England Manufacturers and Mechanics’ 
Institute building, at the west end of 
Huntington avenue, recently purchased 
by the Metropolitan’fiorse ratiroa@, and 
used as a storage and repair shop, caught 
fire yesterday uoder the paint-shop, and 
when the flames reached the shop the oil 
and paint stored therein spread over a 
large space and proved a speedy carrier 
of the flames. 

There were many men inside when the 
fire broke out, and all rushed for the rear 
windows. Most of them were helped 
out, but while a rush was being made to 
one of the windows, at which a scorched 
and bleeding face was seen, the poor fel- 
low fell back into the seething torrent 
and perished. 

A colored man went back into the 
burning house to save property and was 
never seen to come out. 

Chester L. Hazletine and E. L. Farrer 
could have escaped, but tried to pull out 
some cars and were irightfully burned. 

The building was soon in ruins. 

While the two thousand spectators 
were viewing the spectacle, a tradegy 
was being enacted within unknown to 
the throng. After the flames had been 
sufficiently extinguished, search was be- 
gun for possible victims, and in a short 
time eight dead bodies had been removed, 
most of them burned beyond recognition. 

Inside the building were 400 horse 
cars, each worth $700, making the total 
loss, with the building itself, $400,000. 

The burning of the vast building was 
one of the grandest sights seen in this 
city since the great fire of 1872. The 
building was erected in 1881 for exhibi- 
tion purposes. It coversan area of near- 
ly tive acres. About a year ago it was 
purchased by the railroad company. 

The tire was doubtless incendiary. At- 
tempts to burn several other buildings of 
the company have lately been made, and 
the remarkable speed of the progress of 
the flames is very suspicious. The com- 
pany has had trouble with its employes.

Patrick Lyons, blacksmith, aged twen- 
ty-six, who went back to get tools.

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MORE VETOES. 


The President Sends a Batch of Fifteen 
Veto Messages to Congress—A Number of 
Them Private Pension Bills—Two Pablic 
Building Schemes Knocked Out. 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—The President 

yesterday sent to Congress fifteen veto 

messages. Of these, six were addressed 
to the Senate and nine to the House. All 
but two of the vetoes referred to pen- 
sions. The two exceptions were bills 
providing for the erection of public build- 
ings at Zanesville, O., and Sioux City, 
Ia. In his message vetoing the bill grant- 








ing a pension to Elizabeth 8. De- 
crofft, the President says that a 
large uumber of pension bills have 


never been submitted to a majority of 
either branch of Congress, but are the 
result of nominal sessions held for the 
express purpose of their consideration 
and attended by a small minority of 
members of the respective houses of the 
legislative branch of the government. 
Thus, while the President has deemed it 
his duty to disapprove many of the bills 
presented, he has hardly regarded his 
action as a dissent from the conclusions 
of the people’s representatives. 

In the President’s message, vetoing 
the Senate bill to provide forthe erection 
of a public building at Zanesville, O., the 
President says that no Federal courts are 
held at Zanesville, and there are no Gov- 
ernment officers located there who should 
be provided for at the public expense, ex- 
cept the postmaster. So far as the Pres- 
ident is informed the patrons of the 
post-office are-fairly well accommodated 
in a building which is rented by the Gov- 
ernment at the rate of $800 per annum. 
The President has no doubt the Govern- 
ment can be well accommodated to con- 
tinne in allits business relations with 
the people of Zanesville by renting quar- 
ters at less expense than the annual tax 
of,maintaining the proposed new building 
after its completion 

In his veto of the Senate bill for a pub- 
lic building at Sioux City, lowa, the 
President finds upon examination that 
United States courts are sometimes held 
at Sioux City, but that they have been 
thus far held in the County Court house 
without serious inconvenience and with- 
out any expense to the government. 
There are actually no other federal offi- 
cers there for whom the government, in 
the President’s view, should provide ac- 
commodations, except the postmaster. 
The post-office is now located in a building 
rented by the government until the frst 
day of January, 1889, at the rate of $2,200 
perannum. In the President’s judgment 
the number of public buildings should not 
at this time be increased, unlessa greater 
public necessity exisis therefor than le 





apparent in phe case of Sjoux City.

A TRUE STORY. 


A Wicked Woman, Who, Out- 
wardly, Went Unpunished. 





‘The fiction of the present day lacks 
the essence of romance; it is all hard 
fact; there is plenty of clever character- 
drawing, bold and striking, but there 
is no soft, vague background of poetic 
shadow in which fanciful natures de- 
light.”” 

The speaker wasa man of middle age 
with whom I had been conversing on 
the shady piazza of a country tavern. 
He was known throughout the region 
as a scholarly person of somewhat un- 
reliable habits, who boarded either at 
the aforesaid tavern or at the houses of 
some of the farming folk where he oc- 
casionally © gave lessons. It was ru- 
mored that he was under some social 
banishment, and that he was closely 
related to a certain city millionaire; 
but of that I knew nothing, and cared 
less. All that I did know was that he 
was familiar with all the ins and outs 
of the woods, that he was a successful 
angler anda pleasant companion, eager 
to read all the magazines and newspa- 
pers I had with me, and to criticise 
them freely, which of course interested 
me as an occasional contributor thereof. 
He had just finished reading what I 
considered a typical New England 
story, full of odd humor and provincial 

eculiarities, and as he handed the 
ok to me made the above remark. 

I suggested that the romance of our 
day consisted in the wonderful per- 
formances of electricity and steam, far 
outrivaling the deeds of the past, with 
even supernatural accessories; but he 
shook his head as if I had not caught 
his meaning. 

«That is just where the trouble lies; 
the age is materialistic; so is its litera- 
ture. How else do you account for the 
success of Zoia and his tribe? Iremem- 
ber, when a boy, hearing my mother 
talk of the furor occasioned by Waver- 
ley—the mystery of its authorship, the 
protougit secrecy Scott maintained. 
magine how absurd a man would be 
considered who should act thus now- 
adays. But how much more absurd, if 
he should undertake to depict the joys 
and sorrows of a chivalric time or 
transcribe the lays of a troubadour.”’ 

‘I am not so sure.”’ 

“ButI am. I speak somewhat from 
experience. I have written for this 
and that periodical; the higher its level, 
the more prosaic its demands. ‘Study 
from life,’ they tell me; ‘paint from 
nature,’ forgetting with what different 
eyes we look on nature; how our own 
habit of mind colors all we see. Shall 
I tell you a es he Not to illustrate 
my theory exactly, but because I am 
in the mood, you are lazy, and there is 
nothing else to do just now.”’ 

I gladly acquiesced. 
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woman—everybody’s mother is that, 
you know; she had a clear head, a re- 
tentive memory, and a wide experi- 
ence. She was the daughter of a New 
London shipping merchant, who came, 
when she was quite young, to live in 
New York, that his children might .

Still, it did have several good schools, ' 
King’s College, and, I believe, some | 
other endowed institutions. My grand- | 


father had made money, and he was 
desirous that his children should not 
only be well educated, but should ad- 
vance socially. 

‘‘There was then considerable aristo- 
cratic feeling prevailing against people 
in trade, but my grandfather ‘seized 
the bull by the horns,’ took a house in 
Pine street, furnished it-according to | 
the taste of the day, sent his children 
to school and dancing-school (the lat- 
ter was taught by a French refugee of | 
good birth), patronized the theater 
and the School of Fine Arts, and enter- | 
tained the notabilities who came to this | 
Western wild in search of health or 
wealth, or both. He succeeded admir- 
ably, was considered public-spirited 
and generous, and made many friends. 
My mother, his eldest daughter, at 
eighteen left school with a certificate 
declaring her scholarly attainments, as 
well as her proficiency in all the more 
practical requirements of the time. 
She was also an elegant dancer, and 
was considered one of the best three 
dancers inthecity. The other two were 
a Miss Van Cott and a Miss ——; but I 
had better not give the other one’s name, 
I will cellher Vanessa, though Lucrezia 
would be more apropos. ese girls— 
Lily Van Cott, Vanessa and my mother 
—were constant companions. They 
were very beautiful. My mother said 
Vanessa was superb, her figure com- 
manding, and her manners very im- 
posing. Lily, though charming, had 
not so much bel esprit. She was of a 
more timid nature, and it was no mat- 
ter of surprise that she did not attract 
as much attention as Vanessa, nor that 
Vanessa, notwithstanding her many 
admirers, should marry first. Her 
choice was considered cexccllent—a 
young man of good family, of wealth 
and of ambitious character. Lily 
shortly after married her cousin, and 
my mother was bridesmaid to both. 
She delighted to describe the wedding- 
feasts and the beautiful apparel of the 
brides, from the wine and the wedding- 
cake to the satin and pearl. 





But such 
descriptions can hardly compare with 
the luxury of the present day. How- 
ever, I always listened with boyish 
pleasure to all the details, for it was 
not until a much later date that I 
heard the whole of the story, or that 
portion of it which was unfitted for 
childish ears. 

‘‘The winter succeeding these mar- 
riages was an unusually gay one. 
Many foreigners were in town, and 
among them a famous singer--a Sig- 
nor Bolacea, or some such name. Ey- 
ery body raved about his exquisite 
voice, and he was invited everywhere; 
in fact, the whole town was at his feet. 
You may be sure this pleased his Se- 
rene Highness, but the two brides were 
his especial favorites. Perhaps he 
thought himself safer in paying atten- 
tion to married women than to maid- 
ens. It was noticed, however, that, 
contrary to the usual custom, Vancssa 
did not seem to stand first in favor, 
but that Lily’s quieter beauty had pre- 
cedence. This was the more remark- 
able because all visitors from foreign 
lands had agreed in pronouncing Van- 
essa’s style unapproachable except in 
court circles. 

‘‘Now 1 have my own way of telling 
stories, and you must pardon the inter- 
ruption, but I wish to remark that I 
am coming to the part of my tale 
which, when I have presented it in lit- 
erary form, is always objected to as 
‘sensational.’

Weighty Considerations Involved in Its 
Summer Removal to the Wood-Shed. 


We haven’t moved the coal stove out 
of the sitting-room into the summer 
kitchen yet, but we're going to. That 
much was decided on at a family coun- 
cil four weeks ago.

You don’t know 
what a relief it was when I got out of 
bed and made sure that those door- 
ways had not increased in number. 

The man who had invented the base- 
burner had just donated $100,000 to an 
orphan asylum. He had $2,000 left, 
and instead of throwing it into the 
river he invested it in iron for a coal 
stove. He set out to make a stove as 
big as a cottage, but, luckily for the 
publie, death took him away before he 
had perfected his plans. His executors 
wanted to save enough iron to make 
four boilers for a saw-mill and they 
stole it off the stove. 

[have measured the width of my 
coal stove and also of the doorways. 
The stove will pass through and spare 
an eighth of an inch. f don’t think 
the inventor planned for this.

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FOR SLEEPLESSNESS. 


A Very Useful Plan for Persons Suffering 
From Insomnia. 

Dr. Von Gellhorn has found the fol- 
lowing plan very useful in inducing 
sleep in persons who suffer from in- 
somnia: A piece of calico, about eight- 
een inches widé and two and three- 
quarters yards long, is rolled up like a 
bandage, and a third of it wrung out of 
cold water. The leg is then bandaged 
with this, the wet portions being care- 
fully covered by several layers of the 
dry part, as well as by a layer of gutta- 
percha tissue, and a stocking drawn on 
over the whole. This causes dilatation 
of the vessels of the leg, thus diminish- 
ing the blood in the head and producing 
sleep. It has been found by Winter- 
nitz that the temperature in the exter- 
nal auditory meatus begins to fall a 
quarter of an hour after the application 
of the bandage, the decrease amount- 
ing to 0.4% C., and the normal not 
being again reached for about one and 
a half to two hours afterward. The 
author has employed this means of pro- 
curing sleep for a couple of years, and 
finds it especially useful in cases where 
there is congestion of the cerebral ves- 
sels. Sometimes he has found it nec- 
essary to re-apply the bandage every 
three or four hours, as it dried.—N. 
Post. shed bettie.»
